The directive requires such persons to give advance notice 
of travel to the listed countries and to receive defensive 
security briefings before departure. The Security Committee 
is responsible for coordinating preparation and maintenance

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Committee concluded that political developments in all these 
countries (e.g., overt hostility to US presence, Significant 
activity by the KGB or other Communist country intelligence 
services, violence against Americans) justified their listing 
as places_of potential security risk for persons with sensitive

With your concurrence, this and future recommended 
additions or deletions will be published upon your individual 
approval as changes to the DCID's appendix to provide timely 
official notice to the Community. It seems unnecessary to 
refer such changes to the NFIB, given the advisory nature 
of the DCID and the responsibility of SIOs thereunder to 


brief their cleared perso follow up on any security 
incidents that may arise.
